Believed to be Willie 
Wolfe,killed in 
shootout 
Miss Hearst tells of love for Kujo in new tape 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) — Love 
may have been the tie that bound Pat­ 
ricia Hearst to the Symbionese Libera­ 
tion Army. 
In a tape received by a Los Angeles 
radio station Friday, Miss Hearst said 
‘•Kujo” was the “ most beautiful man I 
know.” 
We loved each other so much,” she 
added. 
Kujo was presumed in radical circles 
here to be Willie Wolfe, who died with 
five other SLA members in a fiery 
shootout with police in Los Angeles last 
month. 


Miss Hearst made an evident refe­ 
rence to Wolfe when she said, “ I (was) 
ripped off by the pigs when they mur­ 
dered Kujo.” Only two men were killed 
in the gunbattle, Wolfe and Donald 
DeFreeze, who had adopted the revolu­ 
tionary name “ Cinque.” 
One woman radical in Berkeley said 
Wolfe, 22, had a “ magnificent smile,” 


a very real kind of smile. He didn’t 
laugh much.” She said she could un­ 
derstand Miss Hearst falling in love 


with him. 
Before Miss Hearst's kidnaping from 


her Berkeley apartment Feb. 4, she 
had been engaged to marry 26 -year-old 
Steven Weed, the newspaper heiress’ 
former high school teacher. 


Miss Hearst, 20, denounced her for­ 
mer way of life last April and said she 
had joined her abductors. In a later 
tape she called Weed a ” clown” and 
an “ ageist, sexist pig.” She referred to 
him as her “ exfiance” . 


Wolfe dropped out of sight Jan. 11, 


after a visit to his father in Allentown, 
Pa. He received a long distance phone 


call at the home of his father, Dr. L. 


S. Wolfe, and said he was taking a bus 
to New York. 
The day he disappeared was just af­ 
ter the arrest of Russell Little and Jo­ 
seph Remiro for the alleged assassina­ 
tion of Oakland school Chief Marcus 
Foster. He wasn’t heard from again 
until his body was pulled from the de­ 
vastated house in Los Angeles with the 
other dead SLA members. 
Wolfe and Donald DeFreeze were kil­ 
led along with four women in the Los 
Angeles shootout and on the tape. 
Miss Hearst spoke of “Kujo” in the 
past tense. 


“Kujo conquered all,” she said. “We 


had never loved an individual the way 
we loved each other. Our relationship 
was commitment to the struggle and 
love for the people.” 
Wolfe, who dropped out of the Uni­ 
versity of California and had worked in 
a machine parts facttny prior to join­ 
ing the SLA, was described by his 
stepmother as an “angry young man.’* 


She said that in 1970 he bummed 


around Europe nine months, “seeing a 
lot of poverty and travelling around on 


10 cents a day and seeing how people 
were living, comparing it to our af­ 
fluence.” 
Roxanna, Wolfe’s older sister, said 


her brother once complained: “All you 
people ever do is sit around and drink 
and booze and smoke cigarettes and 
have a good time. 
“You flaunt your money and you live 


high. Your income is outrageous. All 
you need to live on is $3,000 a year.” 
One street radical said Wolfe was the 


“gentlest and softest” of the revolu­ 
tionary crowd.

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$700,000 recovered 
in oil official kidnaping 


TULSA, Okla. (UPI) - All of ths 
$700,000 ransom paid for the release of 
wealthy oil executive Walter H. Hel- 
merich III was recovered in the home 
of the man charged in the kidnaping, 
federal authorities said Friday. 
The suspect, Freddie D. Smith, 45, 
told his attorney and the FBI Thursday 
night the ransom was hidden in the 
basement of his fashionable South Tul­ 
sa home. Smith, president of an oil 
field supply firm destroyed by fire last 
year, was charged with extortion. 
FBI agents first discovered $7,000 of 
the ransom tucked in a bureau on the 
second floor of the Smith home Tues­ 
day night. Smith’s attorney, Ollie Gre­ 
sham, and a private detective he hired 
persuaded Smith to cooperate. 
” We told him if he turned it over he 
would be in a better light with the au­ 
thorities,” Gresham said Friday. “ All 
you can do now is throw yourself on 
the mercy of the court, but it should be 
better now with the money back.” 
Helmerich was kidnaped driving to 
work Monday by a man who stopped 
his car on the pretense of road repair. 
He was blindfolded and held eight 


hours before the ransom, in four bank 
sacks, was dumped on a rural road by 
the victim’s father. 
A woman witnessed the drop and 
pickup and called police, upset with 
the “ trash” bags thrown out near her 
home. She supplied the license plate of 
the pickup car and it was traced to 
Smith. Agents arrested Smith at his 
home Tuesday and a search turned up 
the $7,000 in $100 bills. 
Smith first instructed Gresham to en­ 
ter a plea of innocent for him at a 
hearing and refused to discuss the case 
with the attorney. But the $7,000 found 
in Smith’s home convinced him to co­ 
operate, Gresham said. 
Gresham and FBI agents returned to 
the Smith house Thursday night and 
discovered the remaining ransom. 
A few hours later Mrs. Smith was 
reported ill and was hospitalized. She 
was listed in good condition Friday. 
Neighbors said they did not think 
Smith had worked his oil field supply 
company was destroyed by fire in Sep­ 
tember. Smith had estimated his losses 
up to $70,000. Police said the investiga­ 
tion into the fire was incomplete. 


Sirica lifts secrecy ban

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Israelis withdrawing

Israel pushed ahead today with troop 
withdrawal in captured areas of the 


Golan Heights despite threats of re­

The area would be transferred to 
U.N. troops who would return it to 
Syria two hours later, the sources 
said. 
In Damascus, Syrian Foreign Min­ 
ister Abdel Halim Khaddam warned 
Friday of Syria’s determination 
to 
fight for remaining 
Israeli-occupied 
Arab territory. 
“ The Syrian armed forces are not 
tired of fighting and the Syrian people, 


who made sacrifices, are prepared to 
ccntinue fighting for the sake of libera­ 
tion,” he said. 


“ Syria is prepared to resume the 
war if Israel fails to withdraw com­ 
pletely from occupied Arab lands.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Disruption 
by a small group of anti-Vietnam dem­ 
onstrators led to clearing of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee hearing 
room Friday as Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger asked $750 million 
in aid for the Saigon government. 
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4,000 nurses walk out 
at 4 0 clinics, hospitals 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - More 
than 4,000 registered nurses walked out 
at 40 hospitals and clinics Friday in a 
strike that crippled care for all but the 
most critically ill. 
The California Nurses Association 
promised to staff only intensive care 
and emergency units. The hospitals 
quickly began discharging any patients 
able to leave. 
The strike began as 8,000 nurses 
from throughout the country began ar­ 
riving in San Francisco for a national 
convention opening Sunday. 
The nurses demanded increased pay, 
better pensions and a guarantee of ev­ 
ery other weekend off. But the princi­ 
pal issue, according to their spokes­ 
man, was a demand for a cutback in 
the nurses’ workload. 
Public hospitals and a few private 
hospitals were not affected, but most 
of the major facilities in San Fran­ 
cisco, Oakland and nearby cities were 
involved in the walkout, including 11 
Kaiser hospitals located 
throughout 


Northern California. 
Some doctors said they were ap­ 
palled by the strike. 
At Mt. Zion, one of the city’s largest 
hospitals, Dr. Morton Rosenbloom said 
the nurses’ walkout was “ a devastating 
thing for patients.” He said he had 10 
patients in the hospital and would have

to move at least three of them out. 
“ People 
who 
have 
pain, 
people 
whose disease has not been diagnosed 
and need further study will be sent to 
shabby nursing homes,” Rosenbloom 
said. “ To be forced out of a hospital is 
the ultimate disaster.” 
Dr. Ray Weisberg, also at Mt. Zion, 
said the real damage from the strike 
would be in loss of good will in the 
general community. 
’’It’s the same as the question of the 
right of policemen and firemen to 
strike,” he said. 
Another physician, Dr. Maury Kelis- 


ky, said “ everybody can survive a few 
days.” 
“ It is going to be inconvenient—for 
the patient it is going to be damn in­ 
convenient,” he said. “ For the doctor 
it is convenient but tolerable. And it’s 
going to increase the cost of medical 
care.” 
He said those he planned to send 
home included an 8 1-year-old woman 
who had a heart attack six weeks ago. 
At Mt. Zion on one floor where there 
normally are four or five nurses, Head 
Nurse Susan Montagh was all by her­ 
self with 32 private rooms. 
But she said only one patient was 
complaining about the inconvenience. 
“ She complains unnecessarily,” said 
the nurse. “ The ones who complain are 
the least sick.” 
A n o t h e r physician, Dr. Edward 
Clark, wearing a blue ribbon to show 
he was in sympathy with the nurses, 
said there might be some inconve­ 
nience “ but everybody who is seriously 
ill is going to be taken care of.”

But oil companies deny it 
Price of unleaded gas 
set too high, GM claims 
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DETROIT (UPI) — The nation’s lead­ 
ing automaker has charged that motor­ 


ists are paying more than they should 
for unleaded gasoline, but major oil 
company officials deny it. 


General 
Motors 
Corp. 
based 
its 


charge on a study it commissioned 


from a Massachusetts research firm. 


The results showed that up to 80 per 


cent of the total gasoline pool could be 


produced as lead-free grade “ at essen­ 
tially 
no 
increased 
manufacturing 
cost.” 
But the 
Federal 
Energy 
admin­ 
istration has ruled that oil firms now 
starting to market unleaded gasoline 
can charge premium grade prices for 
it. 
Most 19 73-model cars will need un­ 
leaded gasoline because they will be 
equipped with catalytic convertors to 
curb engine pollution. The converters 
operate only on unleaded gas. 


GM Executive Vice President E. M. 


Estes said the firm’s view is not 
shared by oil companies. 
“ You get all kinds of stories from 


the oil companies on this now,” Estes 
said. 
A spokesman for Standard Oil of In­ 
diana, which has been the leader in 
marketing the unleaded gasoline in the 
Detroit-area, said the reason unleaded 
fuel is two cents a gallon higher than 
regular is because it contains as much 
as 75 per cent premium grade gaso­ 
line. 
“ To produce a (lead free) gasoline of 
desired octane, without adding lead, 
we have to combine premium grade 
stocks with regular grade stocks,” the 
spokesman said. 
“ Another factor in the cost of lead- 
free AMOCO is the huge investment re­ 
quired to introduce it,” he added. 
In the Detroit-area, Standard sells its 
no-lead gas at two cents below pre­ 
mium while Gulf Oil Co. markets its 
unleaded fuel for the sam e price as its 
premium. 


Charles Shipley, director of the Serv­ 
ice Station Dealers Association of 
Michigan, defended tne refiners’ posi­ 
tion on charging more for unleaded 
gas, saying startup and distributtoi 
costs warrant the markup.

Th e budget is 
balanced, h owever, wh en re­ 
serves are included. 
A total of $329,28 4 is esti­ 
mated 
for contingency 
re­ 
serves and “expenditures not 
y et appropriated,” and $54,500 
is in a 
restricted 
reserve 
fund. 
About $18 0,000 is included 


in th e budget for a recently 
approved 6 per cent salary 
boost for teach ers, but no 
funds are allowed for a pos­ 
sible increase for classified 
employ es.

8*/2 to 12Vi per cent. 
Th e secondary peliminary 
budget reflects little ch ange 
from ealier figures presented 
to th e board March 18.

Davis to expand police infor­ 
mation on adolescent drug 
usage. 
Th £ surveyors questioned 
10,000 students, ch osen to be 
representative of all social 
and economic levels in th e 
city. 
Asked wh eth er th ey h ad 
used, any drug in th e past 12 
month s, 56 per cent of th e 


senior h igh sch ool students 
said th ey h ad, along with 31 
per cent of junior h igh sch ool 
students. 
Forty eigh t per cent of sen­ 
ior h igh sch ool students and 
20 per cent of junior h igh pu­ 
pils h ad tried marijuana at 
least once. More th an 12 per 
cent of th e junior h igh stu­ 
dents said th ey h ad used it 
th ree times or more. 
Th e second most commonly 
used drug was h ash ish , a 
marijuana derivative, wh ich 
was smoked by 25 per cent of 
th e h igh sch ool students sur­ 
veyed.

Dealers pull out 
Slump in Japanese 
auto sales in U.S. 


TOKYO (UPI) - Sales of 
Japanese cars are plummet­ 
ing in th e United States and 
some American dealers are 
starting to sever th eir ties 
with Japan’s car manufac­ 
turers, industry sources said 
today. 
Th e financial newspaper Ni­ 
h on Keizai said sales of To­ 
yota, Datsun and oth er lead­ 
ing Japanese passenger cars 
in May totaled only 47,852 
units, a decline of 38 .3 per 
cent from th e same month in 
1973. 
Th e newspaper said Japa­ 
nese automakers abandoned 
h ope of match ing last year’s 
sales performance of 720,000 
cars, trucks and buses in th e 
United States. Th ey are now 
sh ooting for a sales goal of 
575,000 units, a drop of 20 per 
cent. 
It was a fresh jolt of bad 
news for Japanese car ma­ 
kers, already plagued by a 
sales recession in th eir h ome 
market in Japan. 
Th e Japan Auto Dealers As­ 
sociation 
reported 
recently 
th at new car registrations in 
Japan in May totaled only 
196,771, a decline of 45 per 
cent from May, 1973. 
Industry sources said th at 
because of recent cost in­ 
creases, Japanese cars are no 
longer rice-competitive with 
rival American models. 
Th ey said American dealers 
are overcoming th eir sh ortage 
of small and medium sized 
cars, and th at with th e easing 
of th e oil crisis th e American 
public is turning again to 


large cars, wh ich Japan does 
not make. 
“Th e slump in 
sales of 
J a p a n e s e-made cars h as 
created a bad atmosph ere, 
and 
a 
quitting 
movement 
among dealers wh o h andle 
th em h as appeared,” 
said 
Eich i Oh ara, president of Fuji 
Heavy Industries wh ich ex­ 
ports Subaru automobiles. 
Oth er sources said some 
dealers in th e United States 
were 
scrambling 
to 
drop 
Japanese ties and establish 
connections with 
American 
manufacturers. 
Nih on Keizai said th at To­ 
yota and Nissan, th e big two 
of th e Japanese auto industry, 
both were h ard h it by th e de­ 
cline in passenger car sales 
in America in June. 
It said Toyota’s sales were 
19,947, down 35.5 per cent 
from May a year ago. Th e 
f i g u r e for Nissan, wh ich 
makes th e Datsun, was 13,521 
sales, a decline of 48 .3 per 
cent, th e financial paper said. 
Th e only Japanese export 
car to buck th e trend was 
Honda, wh ich specializes in 
compact mini-cars. It rang up 
sales of 3,363 units, up 0.3 per 
cent over a year ago. 
Japan’s automobile industry 
is th e second largest in th e 
world. It built sligh tly more 
t h a n seven million cars, 
trucks and buses in 1973, and 
sold 2.076 million of th em 
overseas. 
Americans in 1973 bough t 
720,754 imported Japanese ve­ 
h icles, more th an one th ird of 
Japan’s exports.

radials, hare are some mes­ 
sages it can give you. 
The materials. On the side­ 
wall of every tire you'll 
f ind a small but clear desig­ 
nation of its components.

Whether the casing uses 
rayon or polyester cords, 
there is little difference in 
quality.

Tha aquipmant. The most 
sophisticated and experi­ 
enced tire manufacturers, in 
Europe, who originated and 
perfected the radial concept, 
use segmented molds, par-.

For many years conven­ 
tional cross-ply tires have 
been made in full-circle 
clamshell-type molds.

When the two halves of 
the clamshell molds are 
pressed against the sides of 
the green tire to cure it. 
they leave a narrow flange 
of rubber extending around 
the center of the tread. 
Segmented molds leave 
a series of right-angle 
flanges at intervals around 
the tread. 
Although these thin 
flanges are buffed off for 
appearance, the tell-tale 
remainders closest to the 
tread still are clearly 
visible«. 
The best performing steel 
radials usually are those 
made in segmented molds. 
Some that are made in 
clamshell molds (mainly in 1 
the smaller sizes) offer ex­ 
cellent performance, but 
also you should be aware 
that the least desirable 
.steel radials invariably are 
made" in clamshell molds. 
Libor skills.Radial construc­ 
tion was developed in Eu­ 
rope shortly before WWII. 
When bombed-out tire 
factories were reconstructed 
after the war, instead of 
simply replacing the out­ 
moded equipment used for 
making the older type cross- 
ply tires, entirely new 
equipment for making the 
newer radial tires was 
installed. 
Radials, with their higher 
performance characteristics 
on narrow, winding, rural 
roads without speed limits, 
were an instant success in 
Europe. 
Meanwhile US tire makers 
continued to use existing 
equipment and for many 
years pooh-poohed the ad­ 
vantages of radial construc­ 
tion/claiming that it 
didn't give as good a ride 
as the old cross-ply con­ 
struction. 
Then when imported 
radials began gaining a foot­ 
hold in this country, the US 
manufacturers compromised 
by adding a glass belt to the 
old type cross-ply 
construction. 
It has only been in the 
last few years that US mak­ 
ers suddenly “discovered" 
that radials were better 
after all, and climbed on the 
bandwagon. 
In general the imported 
radials, becapse of superior 
labor skills developed over 
many years of experience, 
provide stricter uniformity 
thaii most US radials. 
Uniformity refers to a 
more perfectly round tire, 
without barely noticeable 
stiff spots or belts that are 
a millimeter or two off 
center to transmit vibration 
to the steering wheel.

112,000 persons of

whom some 6 5 per cent were 
American citizens — were 
rou nded u p and placed into 
internment camps after Ja­ 
pan’s attack on Pearl Harb or 
on Dec. 7, 1941. 
The new 
regu lations, 
in­ 
tended to help compensate 
the Japanese-Americans for 
wages 
lost 
while 
in 
the 
camps, credit them with the 
minimu m wage in effect at 
the time or with what they 
were earning prior to inter­ 
nment if the amou nt were 
higher. 
A spokesman for the Social 
Secu rity Administration said 
only an estimated 10 per cent 
of the former internees are 
likely to b e helped b y the new 
ru les. He said it might resu lt 
in some increases in monthly 
b enefits for those already re­ 
ceiv ing them b u t was not like­ 
ly to help persons retiring in 
the fu tu re.

Williams w ill 


hav e to s ettle 


for runnerup 


LOS ANGELES - Steve 
Williams, the dominant sprin­ 
ter in the world last year, 
may be an underdog in both 
dashes when he toes the start­ 
ing line June 21-22 for the 
86th annual National AAU 
track and field championships 
at UCLA’s Drake Stadium. 
Williams is not having a 
bad season, but his competi­ 
tion—notably Ivory Crockett 
and Don Quarrie—is formi­ 
dable for the prestigious Na­ 
tionals, which is being spon­ 
sored by the Los Angeles 
Times for youth activities in 
Southern California. 
“ I don’t mind being No. 2 
temporarily,” says Williams, 
an articulate 20-year-old soph­ 
omore at San Diego State. “ It 
just makes me work harder. I 
have confidence in my ability 
although I realize Crockett 
and Quarrie are running ex­ 
ceptionally well right now.” 
Crockett, a two-time AAU 
100 champion, became the 
first man in history to clock a 
9.0 100-yard dash. The Phila­ 
delphia Pioneer Club veteran 
bettered the existing world 
mark last month and then 
came back to nip Williams in 
9.2 at Modesto. 
The Crockett-Williams con­ 
frontation at the Nationals 
will be a classic sprint mat­ 
chup. The 5-7 Crockett is an 
explosive starter while the 
6-3*4 Williams generates his 
speed during the race and 
usually doesn’t hit high gear 
until he reaches 40 or 50 me­ 
ters. 
Quarrie, the former USC 
star who is running free of in­ 
juries this season while com­ 
peting for the Beverly Hills 
Striders, will also be a factor 
at 100 meters, but his race is 
the 200. 
. 
Former Olympian Rey Rob­ 
inson of Florida A&M and 
freshman Reggie Jones of 
Tennessee, a 9.2 sprinter, fig­ 
ure to be pushing the favorites 
in the 100. 
Quarrie has run the fastest 
2 2.0 in 
the world this 
year—20.2 in defeating Wil­ 
liams at Modesto. That’s just 
.2 seconds off the world mark 
and was accomplished on a 
dirt track that is not compa­ 
rable to UCLA’s quick tartan 
surface. 
Williams ran 20.5 in Mod­ 
esto and said later: “ It felt 
like a 21.1 or 21.2, I just 
didn’t expend that much ener­ 
gy.” 
Crockett will also run 200 
meters at the Nationals and 
additional competition is ex­ 
pected to come from Marshall 
Dill of Michigan State, Larry 
Black of North Carolina Cen­ 
tral and Larry Burton of Pur­ 
due. 
“ In any race there’s a pos­ 
sibility of a world record,” 
said Williams, “but the fac­ 
tors at UCLA for the Nation­ 
als will enhance the possi­ 
bility. The track is very fast, 
the weather will be ideal 
(races begin at 4 in the after­ 
noon), there will be a good 
crowd and, of course, the 
competition will be super.” 


A 'new' Quarry sees the 
to 'perfect fight' with Frazier 


MCAFEE, N.J. (UPI) - If 
anyone believes there is a 
new Jerry Quarry these days, 
Jerry Quarry does. 
Training here among Play­ 
boy Country Club bunnies, but 
monitored by Charlie, the 
new Mrs. Quarry, Jerry looks 
on his June 
17 Madison 
Square Garden date with Joe 
Frazier as “the perfect fight 
for me. 
“ I know there are a helluva 
lot of people who still say I’m 
the same old Jerry Quarry, 
but this is my chance, my 
real chance, to prove myself 
and shut up the doubters,” 
says the 2 9-y e a r-o Id 
heavyweight contender. 
And as of the moment, 
Quarry is a contender in a 
heavyweight field so weak 
that only four men are not ta­ 
ken lightly—champion George 
Foreman, 
Muhammad 
Ali, 
Frazier and Quarry. 
“There’s just the four of us, 
right?” says Quarry. “And 
after I put Joe away, and 
Foreman knocks 
out 
Ali, 


there’ll be just me and Fore­ 
man.” 
Quarry readily discusses his 
two failures against Ali and 
one against Frazier. 
“ I was young then and 
against Ali I fought like a 
rank amateur in the second 
one. As for Joe, I just wasn’t 
ready for him for any number 
of reasons. That was the old 
Jerry Quarry,” the new Jerry 
says quietly. 
The old Jerry was knocked 
out in seven by Frazier on 
June 23, 1969, and knocked 
out twice by Ali, the first 
time on Oct. 26, 1970 in three 
rounds as Ali made his return 
to combat, and the second 
t i me in seven miserable 
rounds on June 27, 1972. 
It was after the latter kno­ 
ckout that Quarry, beset by 
personal problems and also 
somewhat ashamed of him­ 
self, contemplated quitting. 
He was idle for six months, 
six months that changed ev­ 
erything, he now claims. The 
“ new” Jerry Quarry emerged 
from that period.

Disaster worse than 


civil war; Irish pubs 


out of Guinness stout 


By DONAL O’HIGGINS 
DUBLIN (UPI) - There’s 
panic in the pubs of Ireland. 
A p l a g u e ? A famine? 
Worse, the customers lament, 
the frothy draft spigots are 
slowly running out of Guin­ 
ness stout. 
Guinness, a dark, heavy-bo­ 
died drink made with roasted 
malt and hops, has been 
stopped by a two-week strike, 
the first in the 215-year histo­ 
ry of the famed brewery. 
Already the supply of draft 
Guinness, a way of life in Ire­ 
land, has been reduced to a 
trickle. 
In 
days, 
perhaps 
hours, the last-gasp gurgling 
of the pumps will cease al­ 
together. 
“There’ll be hell to pay 
then,” 
said 
Bill 
Hopkins, 
proprietor of the City Center 
Bar in Dublin. “There’s so­ 
mething akin to panic build­ 
ing up amongst the regulars. 
“I have tried to soften the 
blow,” he said, “to lead them 
on gently by rationing out the 
pints —to get them sort of 
used to it.” 
He looked across the 
crowded bar at his custo­ 
mers. “ Somehow or other,’ 
he said wanly, "I don’t think 
they would ever get used to 
that A plague or famine, 
maybe, but not to a pint-less 
pub.” 
Roger Keating, who runs a 
small suburban pub, said he 
tried switching his clients to 
bottles. “ It just didn’t work,” 


Keating said, “they just got 
moody on me.” 
“The other day,” he said, 
“ a chap came and asked me 
what’s the news? I started to 
tell him what was happening 
up north, but he turned on me 
and roared *You bloody ass, I 
mean what’s the news about 
our pints.’” 
Kevin Donnellan, who run® 
the Dockland Pub in a tough 
district of Dublin, said he had 
about a 24-hour supply of 
Guinness and was rationing 
the pints to regular custo­ 
mers. 
“These chaps need their 
pints, it’s a way of life with 
them,” Donnellan said. “Take 
it away from them and what 
do you have.” 
In addition to the loss of his 
traditional pint of Guinness, 
the Irish drinker faced the 
complete drying up of all 
draft beer. 
Gas cylinders used to dis­ 
pense draft beer were caught 
up in the strike. Guinness 
normally supplied the cylin­ 
ders to bars throughout Ire­ 
land. But no deliveries were 
being 
piade 
and 
existing 
stocks were low. 
Management and the 1,700 
workers at the Dublin brewe­ 
ry are still holding talks over 
wage demands. 
“ I do n’t think a ny neg o tia ­ 
tio ns ev er ev o ked such a 
g ro undswell o f g o o dwill fo r a n 
ea rly settlement,” Do nnella n 
sa id. 


Contest warms up 
for speaker post

- 
Two San Francisco assembly­ 
men have intensified their be­ 
hind-the-scenes 
campaigning 
to become speaker of the As­ 
sembly —the second most po­ 
werful post in California gov- 
erwnient. Democratic As­ 
semblyman Willie L. Brown 
Jr., a flamboyant liberal, and 
Leo T. McCarthy, a soft-spo­ 
ken, three-term lawmaker, are 
the only candidates to suc­ 
ceed Bob Moretti, who lost 
Tuesday in his bid for the 
Democratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination. 
The election to select a new 
speaker will be held soon. 
Brown, a close political ally 
of Moretti, had been strongly 
favored to win the speaker­ 
ship until Moretti was de­ 
feated in Tuesday’s primary 
election. 
Now, Brown, who would be­ 
come the first Black As­ 
sembly Speaker in history, 
and McCarthy agree it will be 
a close race. Each insists he 
will win. 
The two lawmakers have 
been lobbying fellow as- 
s embl ymen quietly for 
months, but at Thursday’s As­ 
sembly session — the first 
since the primary — the in­ 
fighting accelerated. 
Both candidates were but­ 
tonholing fellow lawmakers 
while Moretti, who strongly 
backs Brown, met privately 
with several key assembly­ 
men. Both Democratic and 
Republican ranks are split be­ 


tween the two. 
A group of six Demo cra ts 
who consider themselves the 
“ swing” votes met privately 
to pledge themselves to 
McCarthy. Moretti’s defeat a t 
the polls wa s a prime rea so n 
for the action. 
Brown said he will ask Mo­ 
retti to step down “ as soon as 
possible, preferably in eight 
to 10 days.” The new speaker 
will be elected by a majority 
of the 80 assemblymen. 
Asked to describe the basic 
difference 
between himself 
and Brown, McCarthy said: 
“ 1 don’t feel I have to be cen­ 
ter stage in everythhing that 
goes on in the Capitol.” 
As Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee chairman, Brown has 
commanded 
strong 
control 
over state spending and po­ 
wer to decide the fate of fel­ 
low assemblymen’s bills. 
Assembly Republican lea­ 
der Robert Beverly of Man­ 
hattan Beach said he perso­ 
nally favors McCarthy but ad­ 
ded the GOP caucus is evenly 
split. 
Asked if Moretti’s defeat 
will affect the speakership 
race, Beverly said: “To the 
extent his 
(Moretti’s) 
po­ 
wer was diminished, Willie’s 
power will be reduced be­ 
cause he has tied himself 
closely with Moretti.” 
Brown said he has at least 
26 Democrats and 15 Republi­ 
cans supporting him. Cur­ 
rently the Democratic margin 
in the Assembly is 19-31.

States. Police said Mrs. Red­ 
kin is opposed to her hu s­ 
band’s decision. 
The Asahi newspaper said 
the U.S. government already 
has told Japan informally 
that Redkin will be granted 
assylu m. American Embassy 
officials in Tokyo refu sed all 
comment on this point. 
Japanese officials said their 
government’s u su al policy is 
to help foreigners seeking as­ 
ylu m in cou ntries other than 
Japan. Japan herself seldom 
grants political asylu m to fo­ 
reigners. 
They said Soviet officials in 
Japan probably wou ld be al­ 
lowed to interview Redkin. 
The American embassy re­ 
fu sed to discu ss Redkin’s 
whereabou ts or answer any 
qu estions concerning the case.

Dramatic resu lts in prevent­ 
ing the spread of breast can­ 
cer to other parts of the body 
is being achieved throu gh a 
network of cancer detection 
centers lau nched within the 
last year, a National Cancer 
Institu te official said Thu rs­ 
day. 
Breast cancer is the leading 
cancer killer of women. 
Bu t as deadly as it is, the 
cu re rate is more sharply re- 
du c e d when the disease 
spreads to other parts of the 
body. 
Dr. William Pomerance, an 
NCI branch chief, said that 
u su ally in 70 per cent of the 
women with breast cancer, 
th e c a nc e r has already 
spread to lymph nodes or oth­ 
er nearby parts of the body. 
Bu t becau se of early detec­ 
tion at the new centers, the 
cancer has spread in only 34 
per cent of the women. 


“Of the resu lts so far, we 
feel we are definitely achiev­ 
ing ou r aim,” Pomerance 
said at a news conference an- 
nou nc i ng the opening at 
Georgetown University of the 
17th center in the national 
network. 
The last of 27 breast cancer 
detention centers jointly fi­ 
nanced by NCI and the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society ACS is 
expected to be in operation 
later this year at a total cost 


of $8 million. Each will exam­ 
ine at least 5,000 women a 
year, free of charge, to dis­ 
cover breast cancer early 
enou gh to treat it 
A t Georgetown, 
women 
fou nd to have the disease will 
be referred to their doctors 
for treatment. The centers 
will offer su ch other services 
as instru ction for women in 
how to examine themselves, 
to spot signs that cou ld indi­ 
cate disease. 


A five-year goal of the de­ 
tection centers is to dou ble, 
the breast cancer su rvival 
rate which hasn’t improved in 
the last 35 years, according to 
the ASC.

—Those who plan to contin­ 
u e smoking at their present 
lev els believ e the dangers are 
not personally relev ant. 
— T h e 
more 
cigarettes 
smoked, the more the smoker 
denies responsibility for con­ 
trol ov er his habit. 
—Heav y smokers more of­ 
ten agree that anti-smoking 
ads are simple-minded. 
—Heav y smokers claim to 
deriv e more pleasu res from 
smoking than light smokers. 
Factu al distortions by smo­ 
kers are ev ident throu ghou t 
the stu dy , said Olshav sky . 
For instance, there is a ten­ 
dency to ex aggerate the dang­ 
ers of being ov erweight, p re­ 
su med by many to dev elop 
when smokers q u it, and a 
misconception that nicotine is 
addictiv e, he said. 
Other 
misconceptions 
in­ 
clu de ones that harmfu l ef­ 
fects can be detected by the 


smoker in time, that the har­ 
mfu l effects can be otfset by 
ex ercise, and that cigarettes 
are only harmfu l it smoked 
all the way to the filter. 
There was also a nu mber of 
“distortions of the reasoning 
process itself,” the two men 
said. For ex ample: 
—“ I don’t really want to 
q u it smoking becau se if I did, 
I wou ld be able to q u it.” 
—“ I personally know of at 
least one v ery old person who 
has smoked most of his life 
y et who continu es to be in 
fine health.” 
—“There is no reason to be­ 
liev e that the su rgeon general 
was completely u nbiased in 
bis rep orts on cigarette smok- 
ing.” 
—“There is no reason to be­ 
liev e that these smokers who 
got cancer wou ldn’t hav e got-

With respect to fu tu re inten­ 
tions, 21.3 p er cent said they 
planned to continu e smoking 
at their p resent lev els, 18.5 
p er cent planned to cu t do wn 
and 6 0.2 p er cent said they 
planned to q u it—sometime. 
The two men also fou nd 
that 59 .3 per cent claimed 
they wou ld not smoke ciga­ 
rettes if they had “it all to do 
ov er again.”

She is terrified of the press, 
which by and large has dis­ 
membered her in print for the 
past tiwo decades.

“Of course I'm bitter about 
it,“ she said unhappily. “It’s 
difficult to trust someone with 
personal thoughts and then 
have them exploited.” 
A va l o o k e d absolutely 
beautiful in the half-darkness 
of a secluded booth in the 
LaScala restauarant. She had 
completed her role in “Earth­ 
quake,” in which she co-stars 
with Charlton Heston at Uni­ 
versal Pictures, and was pre­ 
paring to return to her home 
in England. 
‘ ‘A n y public appearance 
bothers me,” she said. “I’m a 
private person and I try to 
keep my life-style to. myself.

“Mickey was terrific,” Ava 
said. “And nobody could have 
played that singing and dan­ 
cing sequence with Bing Cros­ 
by any better than Frank did. 
All of my husbands were gen­ 
iuses and I’m happy I mar­ 
ried them.” 
Ava has no publicized ro­ 
mances at the moment. Dur­ 
ing her two-month stay in 
Hollywood she lived with her 
sister and avoided as many 
public appearances as pos­ 
sible. 
“I’ve lived in London for 
eight years because I love it 
there,” she said. “And I have 
quite a few friends in Eng­ 
land.

Believed to be Willie Wolfe, killed in SLA shootout 
Miss Hearst tells of love for 'Kujo' in new tape 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - Love 
may have been the tie that bound Pat­ 
ricia Hearst to the Symbionese Libera­ 
tion Army. 
In a tape received by a Los Angeles 
radio station Friday, Miss Hearst said 
‘•Kujo” was the “most beautiful man I 
know.” 
We loved each other so much,” she 
added. 
Kujo was presumed in radical circles 
here to be Willie Wolfe, who died with 
five other SLA members in a fiery 
shootout with police in Los Angeles last 
month. 


Miss Hearst made an evident refe­ 
rence to Wolfe when she said, “ I (was) 
ripped off by the pigs when they m ur­ 
dered Kujo.” Only two men were killed 
in the gunbattle, Wolfe and Donald 
DeFreeze, who had adopted the revolu­ 
tionary name “Cinque.” 
One woman radical in Berkeley said 
Wolfe, 22, had a “ magnificent smile,” 
a very real kind of smile. He didn’t 
laugh much.” She said she could un­ 
derstand Miss Hearst falling in love 
with him. 
Before Miss Hearst's kidnaping from 


her Berkeley apartment Feb. 4, she 
had been engaged to m arry 26-year-old 
Steven Weed, the newspaper heiress* 
former high school teacher. 
Miss Hearst, 20, denounced her for­ 
mer way of life last April and said she 
had joined her abductors. In a later 
tape she called Weed a ”clown” and 
an “ageist, sexist pig.” She referred to 
him as her “exfiance” . 
Wolfe dropped out of sight Jan. 11, 
after a visit to his father in Allentown, 
Pa. He received a long distance phone 
call at the home of his father, Dr. L. 


S. Wolfe, and said he was taking a bus 
to New York. 
The day he disappeared was just af­ 
ter the arrest of Russell Little and Jo­ 
seph Remiro for the alleged assassina­ 
tion of Oakland school Chief Marcus 
Foster. He wasn’t heard from again 
until his body was pulled from the de­ 
vastated house in Los Angeles with the 
other dead SLA members. 
Wolfe and Donald DeFreeze were kil­ 
led along with four women in the Los 
Angeles shootout and on the tape. 
Miss Hearst spoke of “Kujo” in the 
past tense. 


“Kujo conquered all,” she said. “We 
had never loved an individual the way 
we loved each other. Our relationship 
was commitment to the struggle and 
love for the people.” 


Wolfe, who dropped out of the Uni­ 
versity of California and had worked in 
a machine parts factory prior to join­ 
ing the SLA, was described by his 
stepmother as an “angry young man.’* 
She said that in 1970 he bummed 
around Europe nine months, “seeing a 
lot of poverty and travelling around on 


10 cents a day and seeing how people 
were living, comparing it to our af­ 
fluence.” 
Roxanna, Wolfe’s older sister, said 
her brother once complained: “All you 
people ever do is sit around and drink 
and booze and smoke cigarettes and 
have a good time. 
“You flaunt your money and you live 
high. Your income is outrageous. All 
you need to live on is $3,000 a year.” 
One street radical said Wolfe was the 
“gentlest and softest” of the revolu­ 
tionary crowd.

TULSA. Okla. (UPI) - All of th 2 
$700,000 ransom paid for the release of 
wealthy oil executive Walter H. Hel- 
merich III was recovered in the home 
of the man charged in the kidnaping, 
federal authorities said Friday. 
The suspect, Freddie D. Smith, 45, 
told his attorney and the FBI Thursday 
night the ransom was hidden in the 
basement of his fashionable South Tul­ 
sa home. Smith, president of an oil 
field supply firm destroyed by fire last 
year, was charged with extortion. 
FBI agents first discovered $7,000 of 
the ransom tucked in a bureau on the 
second floor ot the Smith home Tues­ 
day night. Smith’s attorney, Ollie Gre­ 
sham, and a private detective he hired 
persuaded Smith to cooperate. 
”We told him if he turned it over he 
w'ould be in a better light with the au­ 
thorities,” Gresham said Friday. “ All 
you can do now is throw yourself on 
the mercy of the court, but it should be 
better now with the money back.” 
Helmerich was kidnaped driving to 
work Monday by a man who stopped 
his car on the pretense of road repair. 
He was blindfolded and held eight 


hours before the ransom, in four bank 
sacks, was dumped on a rural road by 
the victim’s father. 
A woman witnessed the drop and 
pickup and called police, upset with 
the “ trash” bags thrown out near her 
home. She supplied the license plate of 
the pickup car and it was traced to 
Smith. Agents arrested Smith at his 
home Tuesday and a search turned up 
the $7,000 in $100 bills. 
Smith first instructed Gresham to en­ 
ter a plea of innocent for him at a 
hearing and refused to discuss the case 
with the attorney. But the $7,000 found 
in Smith’s home convinced him to co­ 
operate. Gresham said. 
Gresham and FBI agents returned to 
the Smith house Thursday night and 
discovered the remaining ransom. 
A few hours later Mrs. Smith was 
reported ill and was hospitalized. She 
was listed in good condition Friday. 
Neighbors said they did not think 
Smith had worked his oil field supply 
company was destroyed by fire in Sep­ 
tember. Smith had estimated his losses 
up to $70,000. Police said the investiga­ 
tion into the fire was incomplete.

4,000 nurses walk out 
at 40 clinics, hospitals 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - More 
than 4,000 registered nurses walked out 
at 40 hospitals and clinics Friday in a 
strike that crippled care for all but the 
most critically ill. 
The California 
Nurses Association 
promised to staff only intensive care 
and emergency units. The hospitals 
quickly began discharging any patients 
able to leave;. 
The strike began as 8,000 nurses 
from throughout the country began ar­ 
riving in San Francisco for a national 
convention opening Sunday. 
The nurses demanded increased pay, 
better pensions and a guarantee of ev­ 
ery other weekend off. But the princi­ 
pal issue, according to their spokes­ 
man, was a demand for a cutback in 
the nurses’ workload. 
Public hospitals and a few private 
hospitals were not affected, but most 
of the major facilities in San Fran­ 
cisco, Oakland and nearby cities were 
involved in the walkout, including 11 
Kaiser hospitals 
located 
throughout 


Northern California. 
Some doctors said they were ap­ 
palled by the strike. 
At Mt. Zion, one of the city’s largest 
hospitals. Dr. Morton Rosenbloom said 
the nurses’ walkout was “a devastating 
thing for patients.” He said he had 10 
patients in the hospital and would have

to move at least three of them out. 
“ People 
who 
have 
pain, 
people 
whose disease has not been diagnosed 
and need further study will be sent to 
shabby nursing homes,” Rosenbloom 
said. “ To be forced out of a hospital is 
the ultimate disaster.” 
Dr. Ray Weisberg, also at Mt. Zion, 
said the real damage from the strike 
would be in loss ot good will in the 
general community. 
“ It’s the same as the question of the 
right of policemen and firemen 
to 
strike,” he said. 
Another physician, Dr. Maury Kelis- 


ky, said “everybody can survive a few 
days." 
“ It is going to be inconvenient—-for 
the patient it is going to be damn in­ 
convenient,” he said. “ For the doctor 
it is convenient but tolerable. And it’s 
going to increase the cost of medical 
care.” 
He said those he planned to send 
home included an 81-year-old woman 
who had a heart attack six weeks ago. 
At Mt. Zion on one floor where there 
normally are four or five nurses, Head 
Nurse Susan Montagh was all by her­ 
self with 32 private rooms. 
But she said only one patient was 
complaining about the inconvenience. 
“ She complains unnecessarily,” said 
the nurse. “The ones who complain are 
the least sick.” 
A n o t h e r physician, Dr. Edward 
Clark, wearing a blue ribbon to show 
he was in sympathy with the nurses, 
said there might be some inconve­ 
nience “but everybody who is seriously 
ill is going to be taken care of.”

All unindicted 
co-conspirators 
may be revealed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Judge John 
J. Sirica lifted his secrecy order Fri­ 
day and said that a list of unindicted 
Watergate coverup co-ccnspirators con: 
taining President Nixon’s name may 
be made public if the Supreme Court 
decides to do so. 


But the highest court had not re­ 
ceived formal word of Sirca’s order 
several hours after it was delivered 
orally in court and there was no imme­ 
diate indication of when 
the court 
would act. 


Supreme Court Clerk Michael Rodak 
has the sealed documents in his office. 
They were filed two weeks ago when 
Special Watergate Prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski asked the court to decide whe­ 
ther Nixon could withhold tapes and 
documents about 64 Watergate-related 
conversations on grounds of executive 
privlilege. 


Rodak’s office said it had not re­ 


ceived formal notice of Sirica’s order, 
and that the justices would decide whe­ 
ther to release the materials only when, 
such an order was received. 


Sirica’s chambers said there was 
confusion over who was to notify the 
Supreme Court clerk which resulted in 
the delay. 


The President’s Watergate lawyer, 
James D. St. Clair, said it was “ regr­ 
ettable, and we think inappropriate” 
for the first Watergate grand jury to 
name Nixon in its indictment. 


But oil companies deny it 
Price of unleaded gas 
set too high, G M claims 
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DETROIT (UPI) - The nation’s lead­ 
ing automaker has charged that motor­ 
ists are paying more than they should 
for unleaded gasoline, but major oil 
company officials deny it. 
General 
Motors 
Corp. 
based 
its 
charge on a study it commissioned 
from a Massachusetts research firm. 
The results showed that up to 80 per 
cent of the total gasoline pool could be 
produced as lead-free grade “at essen­ 
tially 
no 
increased 
manufacturing 
cost." 
But 
the 
Federal 
Energy 
admin­ 
istration has ruled that oil firms now 
starting to market unleaded gasoline 
can charge premium grade prices for 
it. 
Most 1975-model cars will need un­ 
leaded gasoline because they will be 
equipped with catalytic convertors to 
curb engine pollution. The converters 
operate only on unleaded gas. 
GM Executive Vice President E. M. 
Estes said the firm’s view is not 
shared by oil companies. 
“ You get all kinds of stories from 


the oil companies on this now,” Estes 
said. 
A spokesman for Standard Oil of In­ 
diana, which has been the leader in 
marketing the unleaded gasoline in the 
Detroit-area, said the reason unleaded 
fuel is two cents a gallon higher than 
regular is because it contains as much 
as 75 per cent premium grade gaso­ 
line. 
“To produce a (lead free) gasoline of 
desired octane, without adding lead, 
we haw to combine premium grade 
stocks with regular grade stocks,” the 
spokesman said. 
“ Another factor in the cost of lead- 
free AMOCO is the huge investment re­ 
quired to introduce it,” he added. 
In the Detroit-area, Standard sells its 
no-lead gas at two cents below pre­ 
mium while Gulf Oil Co. markets its 
unleaded fuel for the same price as its 
premium.

The county agency has probation of­ 
ficers assigned half-time at the Ontario 
and Fontana sheriff’s offices and the 
Montclair and Upland police depart­ 
ments, and a full-time ofiicer at the 
Chino Police Department. 
The program received 549,000 from 
the state last December for the first 
Year operation. Officials are seeking 
:UI0ther S49.000 to continue it for 12 
more months. 
"For youngsters 
not

volved, this enables us to have contact 
with them 
and 
prevent

going through the court process,” said 
Stewart Smith, chief probation officer. 
"Our officers are seeing all juveniles 
picked up or contacted bv these law 
enforcement agencies. Any youngster 
contacted by a beat officer on patrol is 
cited to come and see a probation offi­ 
cer.” he aaded. "Thus the probation 
department and law enforcement agen­ 
cy work together in deciding what ac­ 
tion -hould be taken against the juve­ 
nile offenders.” 
Probation officers see from five to 10 
juveniles per day in each community, 
said Smith. "Our officers then hold 
conferences with the youths, parents 
and law enforcement officers." 
The youngsters are involved in a 
wide range of offenses, with those hav­ 
ing problems with their parents being 
the most common. "We also deal with

Edison Co. seeking rate 
increase to start in '76 


POMONA — The Southern California 
Edison Co. is seeking a rate increase 
that would raise the typical residential 
customer’s bill by 15 cents per day. 
But the requested increase isn’t to take 
effect before 1976. 
Officials filed a request with the Cal­ 
ifornia Public Utilities Commission for 
a rate increase that would add $339 
million to its 1976 electric revenues. 
The action was taken Friday because 
of a 12 to 18-month lead time usually 
required for commission review and 
public hearings. 
"Utilities throughout the countrv are 
facing 
serious 
financial 
problem s/’ 
said Jack K. Horton, Edison chairman 
and 
chief 
executive 
olficer. 
"Stock 
■ prices are depressed below book value, 
bond coverages are eroding and oper­ 
ating 
and 
capital 
costs 
have 
sky­ 
rocketed.” 
Edison’s rate request is necessary 
because it is facing similar increases 
in the cost ot providing electric serv­ 
ice, 
including 
record 
high 
interest 
rates, substantial increase in the cost 
of labor and materials, higher taxes 
and enormous environmental costs, he 


added. 
The company is filing now to avoid 
being caught in the money squeeze 
that is plaguing some utilities. Horton 


explained. "The comnany is requesting 


a 15 per cent return on common equity 


and an overall 9.6 per cent rate of re­ 
turn.” 


Although a 15 per cent return on 
equity may seem high, it isn’t out of 
line when one considers a prime rate 
well over 11 per cent and double-A 
bonds yielding more than nine perr cent, 
he added.

Survey shows high 
drug use in schools 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
More than 
half the 
high 
school students, and almost a 
third of the junior high stu­ 
dents, questioned in a survey 
had used some kind of drug, 
according to a Board of Edu­ 
cation report. 
Marijuana accounted for al­ 
most all the experimentation 
and usage, the report said, 
and 25 per cent of the seniors 
surveyed 
considered 
them­ 
selves regular smokers. 
Heroin usage was less than 
2 per cent. 
The 
Board of 
Education 
asked for the survey, made 
public today, at the request of 
P o l i c e Chief Edward M. 
Davis to expand police infor­ 
mation on adolescent drug 
usage. 
The surveyors questioned 
10,000 students, chosen to be 
representative of all social 
and economic levels in the 
city. 
Asked whether they had 
used any drug in the past 12 
months, 56 per cent of the 


senior high school students 
said they had, along with 3i 
per cent of junior high school 
students. 
Forty eight per cent of sen­ 
ior high school students and 
20 per cent of junior high pu­ 
pils had tried marijuana at 
least once. More than 12 per 
cent of the junior high stu­ 
dents said they had used it 
three times or more. 
The second most commonly 
used drug was hashish, a 
marijuana derivative, which 
was smoked by 25 per cent of 
the high school students sur­ 
veyed. 
Twenty three per cent said 
they had tried amphetamines. 
18 per cent barbiturates, 15 
per cent had used LSD, nine 
per cent had inhaled solvents 
such as glue or paint thinner, 
and nine per cent had sam­ 
pled cocaine. 
Methamphetamines, ‘speed,* 
had been tried by 6 per cent, 
methadone by 2 per cent and 
herein by between 1 and 2 per 
cent.

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Dealers pull out 
Slump in Japanese 
auto sales in U.S. 


TOKYO (UPI) - Sales of 
Japanese cars are plummet­ 
ing in the United States and 
some American dealers are 
starting to sever their ties 
with Japan’s car manufac­ 
turers, industry sources said 
today. 
The financial newspaper Ni­ 
hon Keizai said sales of To­ 
yota. Datsun and other lead­ 
ing Japanese passenger cars 
in May totaled only 47,852 
units, a decline of 38.3 per 
cent from the same month in 
1973. 
The newspaper said Japa­ 
nese automakers abandoned 
hope of matching last year’s 
sales performance of 720.000 
cars, trucks and buses in the 
United States. They are now 
shooting for a sales goal of 
575.000 units, a drop of 20 per 
cent. 
It was a fresh jolt of bad 
news for Japanese car ma­ 
kers, already plagued by a 
sales recession in their home 
market in Japan. 
The Japan Auto Dealers As­ 
sociation 
reported 
recently 
that new car registrations in 
Japan in May totaled only 
196.771, a decline of 45 per 
cent from May, 1973. 
Industry sources said that 
because of recent cost in­ 
creases, Japanese cars are no 
longer rice-competitive with 
rival American models. 
They said American dealers 
are overcoming their shortage 
of small and medium sized 
cars, and that with the easing 
of the oil crisis the American 
public is turning again to 


large cars, which Japan does 
not make. 
“ The slump 
in 
sales of 
J a p a n e s e-made cars has 
created a bad atmosphere, 
and 
a 
quitting 
movement 
among dealers who handle 
them has appeared,” 
said 
F.ichi Ohara, president of Fuji 
Heavy Industries which ex­ 
ports Subaru automobiles. 
Other sources said some 
dealers in the United States 
were 
scrambling 
to 
drop 
Japanese ties and establish 
connections 
with 
American 
manufacturers. 
Nihon Keizai said that To­ 
yota and Nissan, the big two 
of the Japanese auto industry, 
both were hard hit by the de­ 
cline in passenger car sales 
in America in June. 
It said Toyota’s sales were 
19,947, down 35.5 per cent 
from May a year ago. The 
f i g u r e for Nissan, which 
makes the Datsun, was 13,521 
sales, a decline of 48.3 per 
cent, the financial paper said. 
The only Japanese export 
car to buck the trend was 
Honda, which specializes in 
compact mini-cars. It rang up 
sales of 3,363 units, up 0.3 per 
cent over a year ago. 
Japan’s automobile industry 
is the second largest in the 
world. It built slightly more 
than seven 
million cars, 
trucks and buses in 1973, and 
sold 2.076 million of them 
overseas. 
Americans in 1973 bought 
720,754 imported Japanese ve­ 
hicles, more than one third of 
Japan’s exports. 


Ò SA auctions off jewelry 


gifts to public officials 


S A N FRANCISCO ( U P I) - 
The General Services Admin­ 
istration disclosed Thursday it 
held an unpublicized auction 
of jewelry giv^n public offi­ 
cials by foreign governments. 


“ We wanted to hold the sale 
quietly and as far away from 
Washington, D.C., as possible 
and that’s why we picked our 
regional office in San Fran­ 
cisco,” said Rich Vawter, di­ 
rector of information for the 
GSA. 
He said the April 2 auction 
was an experiment designed 
to find ways to dispose of sur­ 
plus property that accumulat­ 
ing after the passage in 1966 
of the Foreign Gifts and De­ 
corations Act. 
“ The sale of these items is 
a sensitive matter,” Vawter 
said. 
It was learned last month 


that Mrs. Richard Nixon wore 
some jewelry given her and 
her daughters by the rulers of 
Saudi Arabia. 
Vawter said the GSA knows 
the origin of the jewels that 
were sold in the sealed bid 
auction but said “ it is a mat­ 
ter of diplomacy not to di­ 
vulge that information.” 
The items sold went to 
three bidders. 
The most expensive was a 
diamond and ruby necklace 
and ring set bought by R.O. 
Murphy Jr. of Grove City, 
Pa., for $6,612.12. 
E d w a r d M. Wavers of 
Yuma, Ariz., paid $6,033.80 for 
five gold watches with dia­ 
monds. 
Michigan Systems Research 
of Dearborn, Mich., paid $150 
for the other items, an amber 
pendant set including chain, 
earrings and ring.

Man of the moutains-dead 
for 74 years-is going home 


LOS ANGELES (UP1) - In 
life, nothing kept John “ Liver 
Eating” Johnston out of the 
mountains —not bears, bliz­ 
zards or Crow Indians. And 
though he’s been dead for 74 
years, the Veterans Admin­ 
istration was no more suc­ 
cessful. 
Johnston, whose life 
in­ 
spired the movie “Jeremiah 
Johnson.” is going home to 
the Rockies he loved. 
VA Administrator Rufus H. 
Wilson, who earlier ordered 
that Johnston’s planned rebu­ 
rial 
be 
delayed, 
relented 
and 
has 
given 
permission 
for the mountain man’s body 
to be dug up from a VA ceme­ 
tery for reinterment outside 
Cody, Wyo. 
The move is the fruit of a 
s i x 
month 
campaign 
by 
seventh grade 
students at 
Park View 
Junior 
High 
School in Lancaster, Calif., 
who were surprised to learn 
from a history teacher that 
the outdoors-loving Johnston 
lay buried next to a busy Los 
Angeles freeway. 
After 50 years of roaming 
the Rockies before and after 
the Civil War, hunting, trapp­ 
ing 
and 
fighting 
Indians, 
Johnston died at the VA hos­ 
pital in 1900 at the age of 74. j 


Reno stations 
may end bank 
credit cards 
RENO (U PI) - Motorists 
in the Reno area may soon 
find they can no longer use 
bank credit cards at filling 
stations. 
Lete Wooley, president of 
the Nevada Association ot 
Petroleum Retailers, said the 
board of directors has voted 
to recommend station oper­ 
ators stop accepting the cards 
for purchases. 
He said station operators 
cannot afford to accept the 
cards any longer because of 
the freeze on gasoline and oil 
profit margins. 
Wooley said banks usually 
charge dealers a percentage 
of each sale for the right to 
accept their cards. 
He also said that oil compa­ 
ny cards are likely to become 
scarce because many com­ 
panies art not renewing them 
and some are refusing most 
new applications.

Guided by teacher Trl Rob­ 
inson, they found a new home 
f o r J o h n s t o n ’ s bones at 
Cody’s Old Trail Town, a 
frontier museum collection of 
cabins, a stage station and 
other buildings from the late 
1800s. 
Johnston was scheduled to 
be reburied there Saturday in 
a c e r e m o n y attended by 
Wyoming historical 
society 
representatives and eight of 
the students from Park View, 
to be flown out by Warner 
B r o t h e r s , who made the 
movie that began it all. 


Then Wilson issued a “ stop 
order” halting the planned re­ 
burial, sayirg there was a 
question about whether the 
bones should be moved. He 
said he did not want the VA to 
be involved in a “commercial 
operation” and that a Mon­ 
tana congressman.

New government regulations 
give Japanese-Americans in­ 
terned during World War II 
credit for time spent behind 
barbed wire fences in the de­ 
termination of Social Security 
benefits. 
But a spokesman for the So­ 
cial Security Admiristration 
conceded Thursday that few 
of the former internees will 
actually benefit. 
The new regulations were 
issued early this week after 
approval by HEW Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger under pro­ 
visions of a 1972 amendment 
to the Social Security Act 
About 
112,000 persons of 
J a p a n e s e extraction —of 
whom some 65 per cent were 
American citizens — were 
rounded up and placed into 
internment camps after Ja­ 
pan’s attack on Pearl Harbor 
on Dec. 7, 1941. 
The new 
regulations, 
in­ 
tended to help compensate 
the Japanese-Americar.s for 
wages 
lost 
while 
in 
the 
camps, credit them with the 
minimum wage in effect at 
the time or with what they 
were earning prior to inter­ 
nment if the amount were 
higher. 
A spokesman lor the Social 
Security Administration said 
only an estimated 10 per cent 
of the former internees are 
likely to be helped by the new 
rules. He said it might result 
in some increases in monthly 
benefits for those already re­ 
ceiving them but was not like­ 
ly to help persons retiring in 
the future.

LOS ANGELES - Jimmy Wynn has 
belted 16 home runs and has knocked 
in 49 runs fpr the high-flying Dodgers 
but his biggest came Friday night. 


Wynn led off the bottom half of the 
ninth inning by 
belting 
Dave 
La- 
Roche’s 3-2 pitch into the left field pa­ 
vilion to give the Dodgers a dramatic 
6-5 victory over the Chicago Cubs to 
thrill 53,689 ball night customers. 


The climactic home run successfully 
ended a night which saw the Dodgers’ 
Don Sutton blow an early 4-0 lead 
against a team he can’t seem to beat. 


Chicago rallied to go-ahead 5-4 in the 
seventh inning mi three home runs off 
Sutton but the Dodgers were able to 
bounce back to retain their eight-game 
lead in the National League West. 
It was Los Angeles’ fourth con­ 
secutive victory and gives the league 
leaders a 41-15 season record, 24-5 at 
home. 
Wynn, who earlier hit a bases-loaded 
single for two runs, climaxed a three- 
hit performance with his circuit blow 
in the ninth to take the major league 
lead in home runs. 


“On my way to the plate, I told the 
Lord I needed one and He heard me,” 
Wynn told the writers after the victory. 
“ Being a power hitter, I looked for my 
pitch and I got it with a fast ball on a 
3-2 count. I think I’ve matured the last 
two or three years and I’ve learned 
my strike zone. I don’t swing at too 
many bad pitches now.” 
Wynn revealed he almost asked for 
the night off. 
“ I’ve been down the last couple of 
nights,” he commented. 
“I haven’t done much and I felt kind 
of tired with no energy—no nothing. To­ 
night really lifted my spirits up and 
I’m glad I played.” 
The Dodger center fielder also gave 
his wife a big present. Friday’s game 
was her first at Dodger Stadium. 
The Dodgers chased Chicago starter 
Rick Reuschel with four runs on seven 
hits in the first two innings. 
Joe Ferguson’s single in the first in­ 
ning brought in the first run and ex­ 
tended his hitting streak to 14 games. 
Five singles, including Wynn’s bases- 
loaded safety, and two walks netted 
three more runs in the second to give 
Sutton a comfortable 4-0 lead. 
However, Sutton couldn’t hold it and 


his recent woes continued. The Dodger 
righthander, who hasn’t won since May 
14, has a lifetime 3-15 record against 
the Cubs. At least, he was able to es­ 
cape without a loss Friday despite giv­ 
ing up the three home runs. 
“I thought Sutton’s stuff was all 
right,” Dodger manager Walt Alston 
said. “ He pitched great through the 
first four innings then he was a little 
off with his control.” 
First baseman Andre Thornton made 
it 4-1 with a solo blast, his third on the 
season in the fifth. 
Rich Monday tied it with a three-run 
inside-the-park homer in the sixth on a 
line drive which hit the left field rail­ 
ing bounced away from right fielder 
Ferguson. 
Catcher George Mitterwald put Chi­ 
cago ahead in the seventh with a solid 
smash into the pavilion for his first 
homer since hitting three against Pit­ 
tsburgh on April 17. 
The Dodgers finally got to Steve 
Stone, who had pitched four scoreless 
inning in relief of Reuschel, in the bot­ 
tom of the seventh to tie it at 5-5. 
Bill Buckner and Wynn opened the in­ 
ning with singles. Buckner came home 
on Steve Garvey’s infield grounder for 


Garvey’s 50th RBI of the campaign. 
Iron man Mike Marshall retired the 
Cubs in order in the top of the ninth to 
pick up the victory on Wynn’s blast. 


DODGER DATA - A1 Downing (2-2) 
will make his first start in two weeks 
in this evening’s 7 p.m. game against 
Chicago’s Bill Bonham (4-8). . .While 
Ferguson was able to extend his hitting 
streak to 14, Bill Russell was stopped 
at 12 in going 0-for-4. . .Catcher Steve 
Yeager continues his amazing record. 
The Dodgers are now 24-0 in games 
Yeager has started this season. Count­ 
ing four games from last season, Yea­ 
ger’s personal undefeated string is 28. . 
Friday night’s big crowd was the lar­ 
gest the Dodgers have attracted in se­ 
ven annual ball night promotions.

firmed he had suffered the attack- 
"Based on the findings of elec­ 
trocardiogram tracings, doctors have 


determined that OSU football coach 
Woody Hayes has suffered an acute 
miocardial infraction in the anterior 
wall of the heart,” the bulletin said. 
Dr. Robert J. Murphy, head of the

LOS ANGELES — Steve 
Williams, the dominant sprin­ 
ter in the world last year, 
may be an underdog in both 
dashes when he toes the start­ 
ing line June 21-22 for the 
86th 
annual 
National 
AAU 
track and field championships 
at UCLA’s Drake Stadium. 
Williams is not having a 
bad season, but his competi­ 
tion—notably Ivory Crockett 
and Don Quarrie—is formi­ 
dable for the prestigious Na­ 
tionals, which is being spon­ 
sored by the Los Angeles 
Times for youth activities in 
Southern California. 
“ I don’t mind being No. 2 
temporarily,” says Williams, 
an articulate 20-year-old soph­ 
omore at San Diego State. “ It 
just makes me work harder. I 
have confidence in my ability 
although I realize Crockett 
and Quarrie are running ex­ 
ceptionally well right now.” 
Crockett, a two-time AAU 
100 champion, 
became the 
first man in history to clock a 
9.0 100-yard dash. The Phila­ 
delphia Pioneer Club veteran 
bettered the existing world 
mark last month and then 
came back to nip Williams in 
9.2 at Modesto. 
The Crockett-Williams con­ 
frontation at the Nationals 
will be a classic sprint mat­ 
chup. The 5-7 Crockett is an 
exolosive starter while the 
6-3*4 Williams generates his 
speed during the race and 
usually doesn’t hit high gear 
until he reaches 40 or 50 me­ 
ters. 
Quarrie, the former USC 
star who is running free of in­ 
juries this season while com­ 
peting for the Beverly Hills 
Striders, will also be a factor 
at 100 meters, but his race is 
the 200. 
Former Olympian Rey Rob­ 
inson of Florida A&M and 
freshman 
Reggie 
Jones of 
Tennessee, a 9.2 sprinter, fig­ 
ure to be pushing the favorites 
in the 100. 
Quarrie has run the fastest 
2 2 0 
in 
th e 
world 
this 
year—20.2 in defeating Wil­ 
liams at Modesto. That’s just 
.2 seconds off the world mark 
and was accomplished on a 
dirt track that is not compa­ 
rable to UCLA’s quick tartan 
surface. 
Williams ran 20.5 in Mod­ 
esto and said later: “ It felt 
like a 21.1 or 21.2, I just 
didn’t expend that much ener­ 


gy M 
Crockett will also run 200 
meters at the Nationals and 
additional competition is ex­ 
pected to come from Marshall 
Dill of Michigan State, Larry 
Black of North Carolina Cen­ 
tral and Larry Burton of Pur­ 
due. 
“ In any race there’s a pos­ 
sibility of a world record,” 
said Williams, “ but the fac­ 
tors at UCLA for the Nation­ 
als will enhance the possi­ 
bility.

The old Jerry was knocked

ing barrier. 
“ 1 know I can ride at a ma­ 
jor race track and all I want 
is a chance to prove it,” said 
the petite 30-year-old divorcee 
during a break in her busy 
morning schedule at Holly­ 
wood Park. 
‘‘It really bugs me to hear 
people say ‘she's a good girl 
rider’. I want to be know n as 
a good rider, period. You 
don’t hear people say ‘Oh, 
she’s a good girl painter. 
They say she’s a good pain­ 
ter’. That’s the way it should 
be. The time is coming when 
that kind of thinking will be 
passe.” 


P e n n y Ann is growing 
weary of the male vs. female 
aspect of her return to race- 
riding. 
“ Why can’t people unders­ 
tand that the female rider is 
not competing against 
the 
male rider,” she asks, “ it’s 
the horses who are comept- 
ing. The horse is 80 per-cent 
of the game and the rider 20 
per-cent. 
“ And I really believe that 
the biggest part of the rider’s 
involvement is physical fit­ 
ness. Strong finishes are a 
product of fitness. We all 
weigh about the same, so it 
be c o me s a question of 
strength. 
“ I’m not as fit as I would 
like to be, but that will come 
with more riding. Yet, right 
now I can arm wrestle a lot 
of male jockeys and beat 
them.” 
Penny Ann, wbo is down to 
108 pounds, is on a strenous 
fitness campaign. 


“ I’m on a heavy vitamin 
program, I jog three miles on 
the main track every day, 
and at night, I do at least an 
hour’s worth of exercises—sit- 
ups, knee bends and so on. 
“ 1 just, turned 30, but I 
don’t feel like I’m that old at 
all. I’m not sure exactly how 
you’re supposed to feel when 
you turn 30, but 1 do know 
I’ve never been in any better 
physical condition than I’m in 
now.” 
Victimized, at least in her 
own mind by he rigourous 
training program, is her fig­ 
ure. 
"You know, my Vital statis­ 
tics aren’t very vital anymore 
since I’ve lost all that weight.

Rick Auerbach 


finds himself 


in unique spot 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - At 
24, Rick Auerbach finds him 
self in a unique position. He’s 
a utility player at an age 
when men aren’t supposed to 
be utility players. 
On a team that has a bul­ 
ging lead in the 
National 
League West, Auerbach is the 
Los Angeles Dodgers* protec­ 
tion in case something hap­ 
pens to their standout short­ 
stop, Bill Russell. 
Russell is only 25. In a poll 
Of major league players con­ 
ducted at the end of last sea­ 
son, he was chosen as the No. 
1 shortstop in the majors. 
Auerbach would rather play 
than sit, of course. But he’s 
settled in his role—for this 
season. 
“ Every player likes to play 
and I’m no exception,” he 
said. “ But that’s the way it is 
when you’ve got so many 
good players like we have. 
There’s no way I can com­ 
plain. 
“And besides, I wouldn’t 
mind getting into the World 
Series with these guys.” 
Purchased from the Mil­ 
waukee Brewers where he hit 
.218 in 1972, he gives the Dod­ 
gers the luxury of resting 
Russell off and on in the hot 
months ahead. 
In* 1973, Russell was the 
only National League infielder 
to play in all 162 games. 
“Actually,” Auerbach said, 
“ 1 work harder now than 
when I started for Milwaukee 
two years ago. You have to. 
When the manager calls on 
you to play, you better be 
ready. 
“When you don’t play regu­ 
larly, anything you do to con­ 
tribute makes you especially 
happy. That’s why you want 
to be ready.” 
A Southern California na­ 
tive, he has been ready when 
Walt Alston has called on 
him. In his first 23 trips to 
the plate as a Dodger, he had 
10 hits, scored eight runs and 
drove in two more. He also 
connected for his fourth big 
league homer. 
“At the beginning of the 
spring, die skipper (Alston) 
told everyone what to ex- 
p e c t , ” Auerbach offered. 
“When* you have an athlete 
like Russell in front of you, 
it’s tough to get in. 
“It is very different than 
playing but I don’t feel this 
season will hurt me. I’m sure 
my career isn’t going to end 
right now as a utility man. 
My future may not be with 
this club but teams are al­ 
ways in need of good short­ 
stops and I feel I’m a good 
shortstop.” 
Auerbach is a graduate of 
Taft High School and Pierce 
College in Woodland Hills, Ca­ 
lif. He was bom in Glendale. 
“I've been a Dodger fan all 
my life,” he said, “and now I 
have a chance making more 
money sitting on the bench 
than I ever made playing. I 
definitely think we can win it 
all. 
“ We’ve got great pitching 
and great hitting and a great 
attitude. I’m Just happy to be 
a part of it.”

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Oh, the shame of it 
Disaster worse than 


civil war; Irish pubs 


out of Guinness stout 


By DONAL O’HIGGINS 
DUBLIN (UPI) - There’s 
panic in the pubs of Ireland. 
A p l a g u e ? A famine? 
Worse, the customers lament, 
the frothy draft spigots are 
slowly running out of Guin­ 
ness stout. 
Guinness, a dark, heavy-bo­ 
died drink made with roasted 
malt and hops, has 
been 
stopped by a two-week strike, 
the first in the 215-year histo­ 
ry of the famed brewery. 
Already the supoly of draft 
Guinness, a way of life in Ire­ 
land, has been reduced to a 
trickle. 
In 
days, 
perhaps 
hours, the last-gasp gurgling 
of the pumps will cease al­ 
together. 
“There'll be hell to pay 
then,” 
said 
Bill 
Hopkins, 
proprietor of the City Center 
Bar in Dublin. “There’s so­ 
mething akin to panic build­ 
ing up amongst the regulars. 
“I have tried to soften the 
blow,” he said, “to lead them 
on gently by rationing out the 
pints —to get them sort of 
used to it.” 
He l ooked across the 
crowded bar at his custo­ 
mers. “ Somehow or other,’ 
he said wanly, “ I don’t think 
they would ever get used to 
that. A plague or famine, 
maybe, but not to a pint-less 
pub.” 
Roger Keating, who runs a 
small suburban pub, said he 
tried switching his clients to 
bottles. “ It just didn’t work,” 


Keating said, “ they just got 
moody on me.” 
“ The other day,” he said, 
“ a chap came and asked me 
what’s the news? I started to 
tell him what was happening 
lip north, but he turned on me 
and roared ‘You bloody ass, I 
mean what’s the news about 
our pints.’” 
Kevin Donnellan, who runs' 
the Dockland Pub in a tough 
district of Dublin, said he had 
about a 24-hour supply of 
Guinness and was rationing 
the pints to regular custo­ 
mers. 
“ These chaps need their 
pints, it’s a way of life with 
them.” Donnellan said. “Take 
it away from them and what 
do you have.” 
In addition to the loss of his 
traditional pint of Guinness, 
the Irish drinker faced the 
complete drying up of all 
draft beer. 
Gas cylinders used to disí­ 
pense draft beer were caught 
up in the strike. Guinness 
normally supplied the cylin­ 
ders to bars throughout Ire­ 
land. But no deliveries were 
being 
made 
and 
existing 
stocks were low. 
Management and the 1,700 
workers at the Dublin brewe­ 
ry' are still holding talks over 
wage demands. 
“ I don’t think any negotia­ 
tions ever evoked such a 
ground swell of goodwill for an 
early settlement,” Donnellan 
said. 


Contest warms up 
for speaker post 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
Two San Francisco assembly­ 
men have intensified their be­ 
hind-the-scenes 
campaigning 
to become speaker of the As­ 
sembly —the second most po­ 
werful post in California gov- 
e r w me n t . Democratic As­ 
semblyman Willie L. Brown 
Jr., a flamboyant liberal, and 
Leo T. McCarthy, a soft-spo­ 
ken, three-term lawmaker, are 
the only candidates to suc­ 
ceed Bob Moretti, who lost 
Tuesday in his bid for the 
Democratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination. 
The election to select a new 
speaker will be held soon. 
Brown, a close political ally 
of Moretti, had been strongly 
favored to win the speaker­ 
ship until Moretti was de­ 
feated in Tuesday’s primary 
election. 
Now, Brown, who would be­ 
come the first 
Black 
As­ 
sembly Speaker in history, 
and McCarthy agree it will be 
a close race. Each insists he 
will win. 
The two lawmakers have 
been lobbying fellow as- 
s e m b l y m e n quietly for 
months, but at Thursday’s As­ 
sembly session — the first 
since the primary — the in­ 
fighting accelerated. 
Both candidates were but­ 
tonholing fellow lawmakers 
while Moretti, who strongly 
backs Brown, met privately 
with several key assembly­ 
men. Both Democratic and 
Republican ranks are split be­ 


tween the two. 
A group of six Democrats 
who consider themselves the 
“ swing” votes met privately 
to pl e d g e themselves to 
McCarthy. Moretti's defeat at 
the polls was a prime reason 
for the action. 
Brown said he will ask Mo­ 
retti to step down “ as soon as 
possible, preferably in eight 
to 10 days.” The new speaker 
will be elected by a majority 
of the 80 assemblymen. 
Asked to describe the basic 
difference 
between 
himself 
and Brown, McCarthy said: 
“ 1 don’t feel 1 have to be cen­ 
ter stage in everythhing that 
goes on in the Capitol.” 
As Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee chairman. Brown has 
commanded 
strong 
control 
over state spending and po­ 
wer to decide the fate of fel­ 
low assemblymen’s bills. 
Assembly Republican lea­ 
der Robert Beverly of Man­ 
hattan Beach said he perso­ 
nally favors McCarthy but ad­ 
ded the GOP caucus is evenly 
split. 
Asked if Moretti’s defeat 
will affect the speakership 
race, Beverly said: “ To the 
extent 
his 
(Moretti’s) 
po­ 
wer was diminished, Willie’s 
power will be reduced be­ 
cause he has tied himseif 
closely with Moretti.” 
Brown said he has at least 
26 Democrats and 15 Republi­ 
cans supporting him. Cur­ 
rently the Democratic margin 
in the Assembly is 19-31. 


High cost of living 
Judge quits--can't 
make it on $40,000 


NEW YORK (UPD - After 
two and a half years on the 
Manhattan U.S. District Court 
bench, Judge Arnold Bauman 
is retiring. 
Why? 
Because the $40,000 a year 
he makes in the job doesn’t 
permit him to keep pace with 
the high cost of living. 
Bauman, 59, of suburban 
R y e , 
formally 
announced 
recently that he was resign­ 
ing 
effective 
next 
August 
when he returns to private 
practice. In a letter to Presi­ 
dent Nixon, he said inflation 
“ has resulted in a substantial 
reduction in my real income 
and has constrained me to 
conclude I can no longer con­ 
tinue.” 
Federal judges, he wrote, 
are in a rare category of em­ 
ployed citizens “ whose in­ 
come has not increased in the 
last five years, at the very 
least to the extent of keeping 


pace with the cost of living.” 
A recent study showed that 
judges in the state Supreme 
Court of New York earn $43,- 
371 a year and are due for an 
i n c r e a s e to $49,000 next 
month. 
Bauman noted that “ for 
reasons I am at a loss to un­ 
derstand,” Congress rejected 
a proposal last March to in­ 
crease the salaries of federal 
judges and “ correct this un­ 
fortunate state of affairs.1’ 
“ Hence,” he said, “ the fu­ 
ture appears bleak and the 
problem, lor me, is Inso­ 
luble.” 
Bauman was an assistant 
U.S. attorney in the Southern 
District of New York from 
1953 into 1955 and was head of 
the criminal division in that 
office. He was an assistant 
district attorney under the 
late Thomas E. Dewey in the 
racket-busting years of 1938 
to 1941.

“Mr. Redkin has asked for 
p e r m i s s i o n to enter the 
United States. His request is 
under consideration in Wash­ 
ington,” an embassy spokes­ 
man said. He refused to an­ 
swer 
any 
other 
questions 
about the case. 
Redkin came to Japan in 
nthe summer of 1972 for a 
‘teaching tour at Osaka, Ja­ 
pan’s second largest city, 300 
miles west of Tokyo. He was 
accompanied 
by 
his 
wife, 
Anna, who studied the Japa­ 
nese language here. 
The couple returned to the 
Soviet Union last summer and 
then returned to Osaka for 
the second year of Redkin’s 
teaching assignment. 
Redkin held his classes at 
the university as usual on 
Monday but failed to appear 
for his teaching duties on 
Wednesday. 
Osaka police said he came 
to Osaka Prefectural Police

Dramatic results in prevent­ 
ing the spread of breast can­ 
cer to other parts of the body 
is being achieved through a 
network of cancer detection 
centers launched within the 
last year, a National Cancer 
Institute official said Thurs­ 
day. 
Breast cancer is the leading 
cancer killer of women. 
But as deadly as it is, the 
cure rate is more sharply re- 
d u c e d when the disease 
spreads to other parts of the 
body. 
Dr. William Pomerance, an 
NCI branch chief, said that 
usually in 70 per cent of the 
women with breast cancer, 
t h e c a n c e r has already 
spread to lymph nodes or oth­ 
er nearby parts of the body. 
But because of early detec­ 
tion at the new centers, the 
cancer has spread in only 34 
per cent of the women. 


“Of the results so far, we 
feel we are definitely achiev­ 
ing our aim,” 
Pomerance 
said at a news conference an- 
n o u n c i n g the opening at 
Georgetown University of the 
17th center in the national 
network. 
The last of 27 breast cancer 
detention centers jointly fi­ 
nanced by NCI and the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society ACS is 
expected to be in operation 
later this year at a total cost 


of $8 million. Each will exam­ 
ine at least 5,000 women a 
year, free of charge, to dis­ 
cover breast cancer early 
enough to treat It. 
A t 
Georgetown, 
women 
found to have the disease will 
be referred to their doctors 
for treatment. The centers 
will offer such other services 
as instruction for women in 
how to examine themselves, 
to spot signs that could indi­ 
cate disease. 


A five-year goal of the de­ 
tection centers is to double, 
the breast cancer survival 
rate which hasn’t improved in 
the last 35 years, according to 
the ASC.

All the volunteers were smo­ 
kers. 


The study was to determine 
under what conditions con­ 
sumers will give up harmful 
products, said Olshavsky, a 
member of the marketing de­ 
partment. 


Among things found in the 
study were: 
—Those who plan to contin­ 
ue smoking at their present 
levels believe the dangers are 
not personally relevant. 
— T h e 
more 
cigarettes 
smoked, the more the smoker 
denirs resoonsibility for con­ 
trol over his habit. 
—Heavy smokers more of­ 
ten agree that anti-smoking 
ads are simple-minded. 
—Heavy smokers claim to 
derive more pleasures from 
smoking than light smokers. 
Factual distortions by smo­ 
kers are evident throughout 
the study, said Olshavsky. 
For instance, there is a ten­ 
dency to exaggerate the dang­ 
ers of being overweight, pre­ 
sumed by many to develop 
when smokers quit, and a 
misconception that nicotine is 
addictive, he said. 
Other 
misconceptions 
in­ 
clude ones that harmful ef­ 
fects can be detected by the 


smoker in time, that the har­ 
mful eftects can be otfsei by 
exercise, and that cigarettes 
are only harmful it smoked 
all the way to the filter. 
There was also a number of 
“ distortions of the reasoning 
process itself,” the two men 
said. For example: 


—“ I don’t really want to 
emit smoking because if I did, 
I would be able to quit.” 
—“ I personally know of at 
least one very old person who 
lias smoked most of his life 
yet who continues to be in 
fine health.” 
—“ There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that the surgeon general 
was completely unbiased in 
his reports on cigarette smok­ 
ing.” 
—“ There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that thp^e smokers who 
got cancer wouldn’t have got­ 
ten 
it 
if 
they 
had 
not 
smcked.” 
With re^nect to future inten­ 
tions. 21.3 per cent said they 
nlanned to continue smoking 
ai their present levels. 18.5 
per cent planned to cut down 
and 60.2 ner cent said they 
planned to quit—sometime. 
The two men also found 
that 59.3 per cent claimed 
they would not smoke ciga­ 
rettes if they had “ it ell to do 
over again.”

First wishful thinker 


Eighty-two years ago, believe it or not, Pomonans 
were already pointing with pride to the many ad­ 
vantages this city’s downtown business district had 
to offer. In the year 1892, for instance, The Pomona 
Weekly Times reported: 
Seais and Foss, blacksmiths and carriage ma­ 
kers, are now operating at the comer of Second and 
Garey. 
And another article stated: “H.N. James, at the 
corner of First and Gordon, is the place to go for all 
kinds of smithing and repairs.” 
But even with flourishing enterprises such as 
those to contribute to the importance of their busi­ 


ness section, our early day Pomonans were not con­ 
tent. Then, as now, they were constantly hoping for 
better things. And then, just as is the case today, 
those hopes were centered on one specific downtown 
improvement — an improvement which time and 
time again throughout the years since 1892, has 
been glowingly predicted by Pomona’s community 
boosting newspaper editors. — But let’s give credit 
where credit is due! It was Pomona’s 1892 Weekly 
Times editor who first recorded our age-old wishful 
thinking. 
"There is some foundation,” he wrote, "for the 
report that a fine hotel will be built at the S.E. 
corner of Garey and Second street.”

tor cable will whisk them aloft at 1,600 feet per 
f ute. 


The Tower has high intensity modular lighting, a 
vertical mail conveyor system, bus and taxi loading 
area, and 80,000-square-foot plaza with water foun­ 
tains, five restaurants, including a delicatessen and 
a 1,700-seat cafeteria, banking services, shops, bou­ 
tiques and retail services. 


Occupants of the Gargantuan structure need not 
pfeel nervous about working at mountain-top level. 
The Tower is equipped with the most complete fire 
safety system ever devised for a highrise building. 
Automatic sprinklers cover each square foot, and 
smoke detectors can pinpoint the source of smoke 
and alert a computer, which cuts off the flow of air 
to the critical area and activates the exhaust sys­ 
tem. The building’s electrical system is supple-

mented by two diesel generators to provide emer­ 
gency power for elevators, lighting and other vital 
functions. Fire pumping stations are installed at 
several levels. 


Planned for the future is a utility transmission 
substation with four 50,000-kilowatt transformers 
which will not only provide power to the building, 
but will strengthen the electrical system of Chicago. 
A heat-salvage system, the first of its kind in the 
nation, will put the by-product heat from the trans­ 
formers to work heating water for restrooms and 
kitchens. 


Sears Tower is the world’s largest all-electric 
structure. Conservation of this power is built into a 
computer, which will monitor all energy-consuming 
systems within the building. The computer is pro­ 
grammed to balance temperatures—68 degrees in 
the winter, 78 degrees in the summer. Cold outside 
air is used to cool the building, and heat from 
lights, people and the sun is utilized to warm the 
interior.
